Section 5. The Illinois Vehicle Code is anended by

Sec. 6- 500. Definitions of wor ds and phrases.
Not wi t hstanding the definitions set forth el sewhere in this
Code, for purposes of the Uniform Commercial Driver's License
Act (UCDLA), the words and phrases |listed bel ow shall have
t he neani ngs ascribed to themas foll ows:

(1) Alcohol. "Alcohol" neans any substance contai ning
any formof alcohol, including but not limted to: ethanol,:
met hanol , : propanol, and isopropanol .

"Al cohol concentration”
means:

Al cohol tests admnistered within 2 hours of the driver
bei ng "stopped or detai ned" shall be considered that driver's

"al cohol concentration"” for the purposes of enforcing this

"Controlled substance" shal
have the sane neaning as defined in Section 102 of the
II'linois Controll ed Substances Act, and shall also include
cannabis as defined in Section 3 of the Cannabis Control Act.

"Convi ction” means an unvacat ed
adjudication of guilt or a determnation that a person has
violated or failed to conply with the law in a court of
ori gi nal jurisdiction or an authorized admnistrative
tribunal; an wunvacated forfeiture of bail or «collatera
deposited to secure the person's appearance in court; the
paynment of a fine or court cost regardless of whether the
inposition of sentence is deferred and ultimately a judgnent
di sm ssing the underlying charge is entered; or a violation
of a condition of release without bail, regardl ess of whether
or not the penalty is rebated, suspended or probat ed.

(13) Driver. "Driver" nmeans any person who drives,
operates, or is in physical control of a comercial notor
vehicle, or who is required to hold a CDL.

A person who
is self-enployed as a comercial notor vehicle driver mnust
conply with the requirenents of this UCDLA pertaining to
enpl oyees. An owner-operator on a long-term | ease shall be
consi dered an enpl oyee.

(15) Enployer. "Enployer" nmeans a person (including the
United States, a State or a local authority) who owns or
| eases a commercial nmotor vehicle or assigns enpl oyees to

operate such a vehicle. A person who is self-enployed as a
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commer ci al not or vehicle driver nust conply wth the
requi renents of this UCDLA

U. S.C. 5103(a), that the transportation of a
particular quantity and formof material in conmerce may pose
an unreasonable risk to health and safety or property, he or
she shall designate the quantity and form of material or
group or class of the materials as a hazardous material. The
materials so designated may include but are not limted to
expl osi ves, radi oactive material s, etiol ogic agent s,
flammable liquids or solids, conbustible Iiquids or solids,
poi sons, oxidizing or corrosive materials, and conpressed
gases.

“Long-termlease” neans a | ease of a commercial notor vehicle
by the owner-lessor to a | essee, for a period of nore than 29
days.

(22) Motor Vehicle. "Mtor vehicle" neans every vehicle
which is self-propelled, and every vehicle which is propelled
by electric power obtained fromover head trolley wres but
not operated upon rails, except vehicles noved solely by
human power and notorized wheel chairs.

"Non-resident CDL" neans a
commercial driver's license issued by a state to an
i ndi vidual who is domciled in a foreign jurisdiction.
